LISTENING GUIDELINES 

Listening Safely 

To protect your hearing, follow these guidelines when you use head- 
phones. 

• Set the volume to the lowest setting before you begin listening. 
After you begin listening, adjust the volume to a comfortable level. 

• Do not listen at extremely high volume levels. Extended high- 
volume listening can lead to permanent hearing loss. 

• Once you set the volume, do not increase it. Over time, your ears 
adapt to the volume level, so a volume level that does not cause 
discomfort might still damage your hearing. 

Traffic Safety 

Do not wear headphones while operating a motor vehicle or riding a bi- 
cycle. This can create a traffic hazard and could be illegal in some ar- 
eas. 


Your RadioShack EXTREME Headphones combine maximum comfort 
and durability for exceptional sound and isolation. 

The headphones’ features include: 

Oversized Ear Cups and Ear Cushions — evenly distribute sound 
and deliver maximum isolation for deep bass and treble clarity. 

Unique Flexible Headband/Sling Design — allows for single-sided 
listening and durability. Ideal for DJ and Recording use. 

Rare Earth Magnet and 16 Micron Mylar — deliver full frequency 
sound. 

OPERATION 

Insert the plug into the earphone output jack on your sound source (ra- 
dio, CD player, or TV), then adjust the headband for best fit. 


Even though some headphones let you hear some outside sounds 
when listening at normal volume levels, they still can present a traffic 


hazard.
